Measure Is Added 
To Draft Bill; Filibuster 
By South Is Averted

(AP)—The Senate voted to- 
night to outlaw the poll tax as 
a condition to voting in Fede- 
ral elections by members of the 
armed forces 


Southern Democrats, after seve- 


ral hours of talking against the 
proposal, abandoned the fight and 
permittfid- the amendment—to • the 
selective service bill to come to a 
vote. 


It was adopted, 37 to 35. 


Senator Langer (R-ND) spon- 


sored 
the 
amendment along 


with six others based on Presi- 
dent Truman's civil rights pro- 
gram. 
All the 
others were 


shelved or voted down without 
the senators' passing on the civil 
rights issue itself. 


But the anti-poll tax amend- 


ment produced a bitter fight threat- 
ening at times to become a filibuster 
that could have blocked passage of 
draft and other legislation before 
Congress ends its present session on 
June 19

JUST BEFORE THE vote, acting 


Democratic leader Lucas of Illinois 
accused the Republican leadership 
in etfect of violating a "general 
rjreement" that the whole series of 
civil rights amendments to the bill 
would be shelved. 


Lucas said a number of Demo- 


crats "submerged their true con- 
victions" to try to get the 19- 
through-25 draft bill through Con- 
gress without a filibuster. 


Senate leaders agreed shortly 


before 10 p. m., to postpone fur- 
ther debate until tomorrow. 


Thirty-four 
Republicans 
and 


three Democrats—Senators Edwin C. 
Johnson of Colorado, Murray of 
Montana and Pepper of Florida— 
voted for the anti-poll tax amend- 
ment. 


Chairman Gurney (R-SD) of the 


armed services committee, who an- 
nounced at first he would support 
the amendment, voted against it 
He was joined by four other Re- 
publicans—Senators Hickenlooper of 
Iowa. Moore of Oklahoma. Cain of 
Washingtn and E. V. Robertson of 
Wyoming—and 30 Democrats.

JUST BEFORE the Senate re- 


cessed. Senator Morse (R-Ore) in- 
troduced four amendments to the 
draft bill- They would: 


1. Limit the draft to two years 


instead of five. 


2. Take men into the armed serv- 


ices for 12 months instead of 24 
months. 


3. Place osteopaths on the same 


basis as medical doctors and den- 
tists. 


4. Set up a civilian commission 


of three members appointed by the 
President to handle the problem of 
conscientious objectors. This fol- 
lows in "broad outline," Morse said, 
the practices in England and Can- 
ada in dealing with conscientious 
objectors.

U, S, HAILS PLAN 
TO BUILD REICH 


Calls Proposal to Help 
Develop Western Germany 
Step Toward Recovery 
WASHINGTON, June i (/P) — 


State department officials hailed 
the new western power plan for de- 
velopment of Germany today as a 
major step toward recovery in 
Europe. It also was regarded as a 
blow to Russia in th« cold war. 


But the officials appeared still 


somewhat worried over whether 
France would approve the plan. 
Indirectly, they 
offered 
the 


French new assurances that 
they need fear neither a Ger- 
man military revival nor Soviet 
retaliation. 


The recommendation, drawn up 


by the United States, Britain, 
France and the Benelux countries, 
amounts to a big blueprint for 
Western Germany's economic and 
political future. It calls for a sep- 
arate government for Western Ger- 
many. The 
official communique 


which summed up the action said 
the agreements "in no way pre- 
clude, and on the contrary should 
facilitate, eventual four-power 
agreement on the German problem."

STATE DEPARTMENT Press Of- 


ficer Michael McDennott empha- 
sized at a news conference that the 
United States. Britain and Prance 
would be pledged by the proposed 
agreements to maintain occupation 
forces in Germany until peace is 
secured in Europe. He also stressed, 
among other guarantees, an agree- 
ment that the western nations must 
consult each other before withdraw- 
ing occupation troops. Then he 
added: 


It is believed that the guar- 


antees agreed noon win prove 
ample for an 
contingencies 


which can now be foreseen.*' 


These contingencies were not 


named by McDermott. but the 
French have told the Americans and 
British that they have two great 
•worries: the dangers of a retired 
Germany, and the counter moves 
that an alarmed and angered Rus- 
sia might make.

A storm of wind, rain, thun- 


der and lightning last night pre- 
cipitated the death of an elderly 
Pottstown woman, bombed a 
roof, annihilated a chimney and 
blew over the framework of a barn 
in Oley 


Mrs. 
Elizabeth Psota, of 68 


South Charlotte street, died at 
12:55 
o'clock this morning at her 


home, 70 minutes after 
the 


storm subsided. 


Death was caused by a cerebral 


hemorrhage. But her family said 
she had been frightened badly dur- 
ing the electrical storm, and her 
physician, Dr. Stanley 
Nowacki, 


said, "I think the fright from the 
storm precipitated her death."

Treatment to Eliminate 
FoOT Odor Discussed; 
Inspection Will Be Made

The board's attitude on the dump

situated on Moser road near the 
sewage disposal plant. 


"They dump everything down 


there—ashes, garbage and trash— 
and now it has caught on fire by 
spontaneous combustion," he said. 
The smoke and stink of fermenta- 
tion travel miles with the wind, he 
added.

mosquitoes out of the dump into 
their homes.

Bradley outside the Needle Eye So- 
lal club, 720 Isabella street, A blast 
Tom a 12-gauge shotgun ripped 
nto his right groin, pulverizing his 
lipbone. He died eight hours later 
in the Memorial hospital despite 
efforts by Dr. S. Russell Ash to save 
his life.

constitution and of the recent 
Communist-dominated s i n g l e 
ticket election. An unopposed 
hand-picked slate for parlia- 
ment was elected May 30 by 
voters in a flat yes-or-no elec- 
tion. Every difficulty was set up 
for those who voted no. 


Benes was the second president 


hi Czechoslovakia's history. In 1946 
he was elected to serve for life. 


He first 
became president in 


December, 1935. after Thomas G. 
Masaryk resigned because of age 
and illness. Benes had been Masar- 
yk's foreign minister 17 years and 
helped him found the Czechoslovak 
republic. 


Benes resigned once before—in 


1938 after the Munich conference 
brought the German invasion—but 
reassumed the presidency in London, 
July 21, 1940.

Counting Is The Key 


MANY READERS of bridge col 


nmns are able to understand thi 
fanciest and most intricate plays 
and spot the opportunity for them, 
if They know the cards of an four 
bands. It is the real bridge player 
{however, "Who figures them out when 
only two hands are in view — his 
own and the dummy. In that situa- 
tion, he often has to infer the 
location of certain hidden honors 
and suit lengths from the bidding 
and the early play. Often the key 
to his choice of plays is &is count- 
ing of the suit-lengths in the other 
hands, sometimes exact counting, 
sometimes tentative counting and 
sometimes only approximate count- 
Ing.
